Lonpon, Nov. 12. —[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Dense fogs have been 
prevalentin London for a week. At 
noon today the atmosphere became 
thicker than ever, and the blackness of 
midnight set in. Gas and electric 
lights were in use everywhere, but in 
the streets their rays were unable to 
penetrate the dense mass of vapor. 
The fog penetrated the most tightly- 
closed houses and everywhere caused a 
feeling of discomfort. On the streets 
pedestrians stumbled along, often un- 
warily getting bad falls by missing 
their footing in the almost Cimmerian 
darkness. The usual roar of traffic was 
greatly diminished, for many careful 
draymen and others refused to allow 
their horses to be used, fearing acci- 
dents. Traffic was carried on under 
great difficulties. It was only through 
exercise of the greatest care that acci- 
dents were not more numerous, though 
some serious casualities were reported, 
mostly run-overs. 

The lawless element took advantage 
ofthe occasion and was everywhere 
active. It was utterly impossible for 
policemen to recognize them, and the 
dense fog rendered robbery an easy 
task. Inspite of the precautions of 
shop-keepers, who have learned much 
by experience in foggy weather, sneak 
thieves managed to make many a suc- 
cessful coup. Several cases of highway 
robbery were also reported. In every 
case the thieves escaped under cover of 
the mantle of fog. It is feared many 
fatalities will occur at the docks, which 
are veritable death traps in such 
weather. 


A DARING EXPLORER. 


His Novel Plans for a Voyage to the North 


Pole. 

Lonpox, Nov. 12.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.|. A representative of 
the Associated Press had an interview 
with the famous Norwegian explorer, 
Dr. Nansen, regarding his plans for his 
Dr. Nansen’s scheme 
is essentially different from the plans 
followed by other explorers in the 
northern frozen regions. He will at- 
tempt to ascertain if after all nature 
has not supplied the means of solving 
the difficuity of discovery and if there is 
not a possibility of reaching the North 
Pole by utilizing certain natural facili- 
ties in the frozen seas, of which early 
explorers were ignoratt. The circum- 
stances upon which these “new hopes 
are based are connected with the loss 
of the Jeannette. Exactly three years 
after she sunk there were found, near 
Julianshaab, in Greenland, several 
articles belonging to the Jeannette, 
which were carried to Greenland from 
the opposite side of the polar sea ona 
piece of ice. This fact at dnce aroused 
curiosity, and Dr. Nansen will attempt 
to fathom the mystery as to what un- 
known current bore the message from 
Bering Straits to Greenland. 

Dr. Nansen’s expedition will endeavor 
to realize the hope of a direct route 
acrossthe apex of the Arctic Ocean. 
The expedition will consist of ten or 
twelve men. The Norwegian govern- 
ment subscribes two-thirds of the cost 
of the expedition, and King Oscar. and 
others will privately donate the re- 
mainder. The expedition will leave 


Norway in Juve, and proceed direct to 
Nova Zembla. 


A ROYAL BETROTHAL. 
Lord Rosebery to Wed the Prince of 
Wales's Daughter. 

Lonpon, Nov. 12.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Rumors to the effect 
that Lord Rosebery, Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, and Princess Victoria, the 
oldest unmarried daughter of the Prince 
of Wales, are betrothed, have been Ais- 
cussed in society papers for some time 
past. While they are discredited in 
well-informed circles, no absolute de- 
nial is obtained and consequently cred- 
ence is givén them. ‘The fact that 
Lord Rosebery attended the tifty-first 
celebration of the Prince of Wales's 


(birthday at Sandringham on Wednes- 


day is construed as a confirmatory indi- 
cation. 

Princess Victoria was born in Marl- 
borough House, London, July 16. 1868. 
In face and figure she resembles her 
mother. It is believed the union ofa 
daughter of the heir to the throne wita 
so pronounced and distinguished a Lib- 
eral would have a marked political ef- 
fect. Lord Rosebery, though long prom- 
inent in public affairs, is only 45 years 
old. His first wife, whom he married 
in 1878, was the only daughter. and 
heiress of Baron Meyer Amschel de 
Rothschild. Her death, on November 
18, P8990, was widely lamented by her 
friends. Lord Rosebery has four chil- 
dren—two girls and two boys.

Now that the country must face the 
exigency of a return to a Democratic 
tariff for revenue only, it is a matter of 
interest to recall what that policy did 
for the country in 1855.

The cause of all this stop- 
page of circulation is to be found in 
the steady outflow of gold to pay for- 
eign laborers for the cloth, the shoes, 
the iron and the other things that could 
be produced by American labor, but 
which cannot be so produced under our 
present revenue system. If it be not 
stopped (the Democratic revenue only 
tariff system) we shall see tens of thou- 
sands of men everywhere crying: 
“Give me work. Only give me work. 
Make your own terms. My wife and 
my children have nothing to eat.”’ 


Speaking in an entirely impersonal 
and colé-blooded way, we would say 
that an experience of this kind is about 
what the majority of the people of this 
country require-te bring them to their 
senses. Men who are not satisfied 
with constant employment and wages

When, in addition to this, they put 
their shoulders to the columns, like 

Samson of old, and topple over the

/and given them prosperity, it is only

them.

The University of Pennsylvania Kickers 
Prove Easy Victinia |. 

New York, Nov. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Thousands of people 
gatheted in Manhattan field this after- 
noon to witness the football match be- 
tween the University of Pennsylvania 
and Yale College. Yale won handily 
bya scoreof28to0.

The Outlook in Ohio Very Much 
Improved. 


It is Now Almost Certain That the 
State is Republican, 


Although the Democrats Continue to 
Claim It, 


California Awaiting the Official Figures— 
Kansas Repablicans Still Struggling 
to Save Something from the 
Wreck—Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Coirmars (O.,) Nov. 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Democratic Com- 
mittee was not receiving .returns on 
election today, but stand by their ciaim 
of 500 plurality for the Cleveland 
electors made last night. At Re- 
publican headquarters the official 
count was. being received by 
wire as soon as complete in 
the counties. This afternoon with all 
coumties official except Hamilton and 
Trumbull, the Harrison electors hada 
plurality of 917. Four counties are 
out on Secretary of State, but those are 
carefully estimated and give the Repub- 
lican candidate 1055. Chairman Dick 
claims the entire Republican electoral 
ticket. 

(O.,) Nov. 12.—The Repub- 
lican State Committee received official 
returns from Hamilton county at mid- 
night, which is the last to be heard 
from. .It shows a gain over the esti- 
mate for Tayler (Rep.) for Secretary 
of State of 79, and makes his plurality 
in the State 1054. The pluraltty for 
the Republican electors is 872, with 
the exception of Seward, who heads 
the Democratic electors. 

Official returns from twenty-one coun- 
ties at the office of the Secretary of 
State show that he has run ahead 
nearly 500 votes, due to Democratic 
blunders in voting, and the same facts 
are true of Danford, who heads the Re- 
publican electors.

Detroit (Mich.,) Nov. 12.—-[By the 
Associated Press.| Chairman Campau 
of the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee says that William Newton for 
Justice of the Supreme Court, A. A. 
Ellis for Attorney-General and G. T. 
Scheffer for Commissioner of the State 
Land Office, on the fusion ticket, are 
elected. The plurality of Rich (Rep.) 
for Governor is anywhere from 8000 
to 18,000, according tothe claims of 
different parties.

THE NEXT SENATE. 
Indication That the Democrats Will Have 
the Supremacy. 

Wasninctox, Nov. 12.—jBy the As- 
sociated Press.] On the 4th of March, 
18938, twenty-five seats in the United 
States Senate willbecome vacant. The 
control of these Senatorial vacancies 
was at stake in the recent Presidential 
election, and it is now evident that 
the Democratic party has captured 


‘enough of the vacancies to insure su- 


premacy in the Senate, regardless of 
almost any possible combination be- 
tween Republicans and Populites. As- 
suming that Montana,. California and 
Wyoming will send Democratic Sen- 
ators, the Democrats at the beginning 
of the Fifty-third Congress would have 
as many Senators as the ‘Republicans 
and Populites comtyned, and thus be 
able to organize the Senate by the 
casting vote of Vice-President-elect 
Stevenson. It is reasonably certain, 
however, that the Democrats can rely 
on the support of. some Populist Sen- 
ators in any of their projects, whether 
for removal of the present force of Re- 
publican employdés, or for revision of 
the tariff. 

Of the twenty-five Senatorial seats 
vacant March 4, 1893, the Democrats 
will name the occupants of 13, the Re- 
publicans 9, and the Populists 3, one 
being Senator Stewart of Nevada, who 
has gone from the Republican party. 
The Democrats Jose no seat they now 
hold and gain five from the Republi- 
cans, one each in California, Montana, 
New York, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 
The Populists gain Senators from the 
Republicans in Kansas and Nebraska, 
besides Seiiator Stewart in Nevada, 
who will succeed himself. Some doubt 
still surrounds the complexion of the 
Legislatures in California, Montana, 
Wyoming and Nebraska, but late re- 
turns all say that the Democrats have 
gained the Legislatures in the first 
three named States and the Populists in 
the last. 

The election just held will also have 
an important bearing on the control of 
the Senate during the last two vears of 
President-elect Cleveland's administra- 
tion, for a number of those elected last 
Tuesday will hold over to vote for Sen- 
ators two years hence.

As disclosed by last Tues- 
day’s election, the States of Colorado, 
Delaware, Illinois, Montana, Nebraska 
and Wyoming are at least doubtful, and 
any addition at thistime tothe doubt- 
ful list would be of Republican States. 
All of the six States named as doubtful 
are at present represented by Republi- 
can Senators, so that allof them must 
be retained for the Republicans to re- 
main as strong two years hence as now, 
providing, of course, that the whirligig 
of politics does not bring about a 
change in their favor that will knock to 
pieces all ordinary political calcula- 
tions. 

The Senate March 4 next will consist 
of 44 Democrats, 40 Republicans and 4 
Populists.

Stockton, Noy. 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Charles Bartold, an em- 
ployé at the electric works, was in- 
stantly killed tonight by a shock re- 
ceived while working on an arc light. 
The poor fellow the big ccle- 
bration and was dn his way home with 
his wife and two children, and in passing 
the electric works he noticed that a 
light across the street needed attention. 
Leaving his family at the power-house 
he went to the pole, and without the 
usual precaution to stand on a non-con- 
ductor, he attached the crank while 
standing on the earth and instantly 
fell doubled up and almost dead. Two 
passers-by saw him fall, and went to 
his assistance. Life was almost extinct 
and he died after taking only a few 
breaths. 

The remains were carried over to the 
power-house, where his wife and chil- 
dren were waiting for the husband and 
father. When the body was examined 
at the man’s home no mark was found 
on it, nor was there any sign of burn- 
ing. Some of the electricians at the 
works thought Bartold was not killed 
by electricity because no burns were 
seen. It has been Bartold’s practice to 
stand on wood when working at a lamp, 
and tonight he neglected to take this 
precaution. It is said that he has done 
the same thing many times without in- 
jury, but the orders arecto always use a 
wooden platform. The deceased was 
about 25 years of age, and came from 
Fort Wayne, Ind., several years ago.

“CAPRIVI MUST GO. 


The New Military Bill Probably 
to Be Defeated, 


And the Chaneellor’s Resignation to 
Follow Quickly. 


Reports of a Franco-Russian Alliance 
Vigorously Denied. 


The Result of the Election in the United 
States Generally Pleasing to the 
German Press—A Dead 
Queen's Will.

Beruix, Nov. 12.—[Copyright, 1892, 

by the New York Associated Press. | 
' At concurrent meetings of Centrists 
in Bavaria, Baden and Wurtem- 
burg a wellnigh unanimous sentiment 
against the Army Bill was expressed. 
This attitude of the Centrists has shat- 
tered the confidence of the Ministerial- 
ists in the Reichstag’s acceptance of 
the measure. The Centrist papers have 
reverted to their former denunciations 
ofthe bill, and no single organ of the 
Centre party advocates anything but 
uncompromising hostility toit. Popu- 
lar opposition to the measure is also 
forming among the people, who are be- 
coming more and more alive to the fact 
that the bill will entail upon them finan- 
cial burdens by raising the price of to- 
bacco, beer and spirits. The disclosure 
of the fact that Prussia is financially 
embarrassed, taken with the proposal 
of Dr. Miquel, Prussian Minister of Fi- 
nance, tolevy a tax on capital, has 
contributed to this revulsion of feeling 
against the government's financial pol- 
icy generally. 

The bill will be introduced in the 
Reichstag onthe 24th and, if defeated, 
Caprivi will resign. The Emperor is 
not an enthusiastic adherent of the pro- 
ject. His Majesty is credited with giv- 
ing final assent toit, with the remark to 
the Chancellor: ‘‘You risk much over 
this.”» Members of the Reichstag and 
Landtag, who are now gathering kere, 
concurin the report that their con- 
stituants dislike the prospect of in- 
creased taxation for army purposes, 
though willing to agree to the two years 
service. Count von Eulenberg, presi- 
dent of the Prussian Council of Muiunis- 
isters, and Prince Hohenlohe, Stad- 
tholder of Alsace-Lorraine, are favor- 
ites in case Capriviis compelled to re- 
sign. + 

WORLD'S FAIR EXHIBITORS. 

The official register of exhibitors at 
the Chicago Columbian Exposition 
shows that 3300 firms will be repre- 
sented. The wine producers are ecs- 
pecially numerous, numbering 267. In 
the book trade 330 houses will be rep- 
resented. Mining, iron working and 
textile manufactures will be sparsely 
represented. 

Another less pleasing enterprise con- 
nected withthe fair has been discov- 
covered in the country districts, where 
agents were trying to entice girls to go 
to Chicago. Theauthorities made short 
work of this. 

THE DEAD QUEEN’S WILL. 

The will of the late Dowager Queen 
of Wurtemburg bequeathed 84,000,- 
000 marks. Of this spm 10,000,000 
marks is givento her niece, Princess 
Veras of Wurtemburg, and several mil- 
lion marks to Princess Veras’s two 
daughters. The King of Wurtemburg 
receives 10,000,000 marks. The re- 
mainder is widely distributed among 
other relatives. 

SENSATIONAL STORIES DENIED. 

Official information from St. Peters- 
burg contradicts both the reported con- 
tlusion of a Franco-Russian alliance 
and the sensational stories of Russian 
troops being concentrated upon the 
frontier. The weakness of the French 
governmentin dealing with Socialists, 
and the prospect of a radical ministry 
in Paris, have intensely displeased the 
Czar, who has ordered a suspension of 
negotiations forthe treaty. The rumor 
regarding the movement of Russian 
. troops had its origin in the Paris Matin. 
It is dueto the fact that garrisons re- 
moved from frontier stations during 
the cholera period are now returning 
to their posts. 3 : 

GLAD CLEVELAND IS ELECTED. 

Many German papers, in welcoming 
Cleveland's election to the Presidency 
of the United States, seem to think his 
advent will involve an early disappear- 
ance of the McKinley tariff. The bet- 
ter informed journals discuss the elec- 
tion from another standpoint, paving 
due respect to the grand sight of a free 
people, peacefully declaring the sover- 
eign will.” The Vossische Zeitung calls 
America the mightiest nation in the 
world, because she has no reason to 
either ask for or fear anything from 
any other nation. All papers agree in 
hoping that the McKinley tariff will be 
modified. Some of them point out that 
the tariff has done less harm to German 
exports than was expected, only the 
textile manufacturers of Saxony hav- 
ing suffered much.

employés, hackmen, runners, brokers, 
etc. An exception is mcde only in the 
case of agents at small stations to whom 
the appointing company allows commis- 
sions asa portion of remuneration for 
services. 

This seems to» be the most decided 
action yet taken on this coast to abol- 
ish the system of paying commissions, 
Which can be used to demoralize rates. 
As T. H. Duzan of the Burlington said, 
it may be but a step toward making an 


iron-clad, penaity-bound agreement, 
which shall bind all roads between the 
Pacific coast and Chicago to abolish 
commissioners. He says the Burling- 
ton will strictly maintain the agree- 
ment in. his territory, and wili watch 
the others to see that no infractions 
occur. F. W. Thompson. who repre- 
sents the Rock Island, says he will 
gladly live up tothe agreement, and if 
the others do there will be no violation 
of it. G. Fred Herr of the Union Pa- 
cific, when asked about it, smiled in a* 
seraphic manner, and remarked that it 
was a very good agreement, and he 
hoped it would last. Others, when 
asked about it, intimated that agree- 
ments heretofore had been known to go 
to pieces very .soon after they were 
signed. The railroad people, realizing 
that during the coming year they will 
all have as much Worla’s Fair travel 
as their roads can handle, are evidently 
preparing to cut off the expense of 
ticket commissions and save that much 
additional revenue for their companies.

SAN GABRIEL. 
A SERENADE TO MR. SHORB. 

SAN GABRIEL, Nov. 11, 1892.--[Corre- 
spondence of THE Times.| Possibly one of 
the most unique and affecting scenes ever 
witnessed was last night enacted at the 
lovely home of Hon. J. de Barth Shorb 
(happily named «San Marino,”’ after the 
Republic of San Marino, the oldest in the 
world, which has now existed nearly eight 
hundred years. and which Napoleon said 
could be defended against the combined 
armies of Europe by a single battalion of 
trained soldiers with one mountain how- 
itzer.) It was Mr. Shorb who lately scored 
so remarkable a victory over all the in- 
fluences that were throwa against him in 
the late struggle for the County Treasurer- 
ship. 

In consideration of the factthat it was a 
Presidential year, when electors are very 
apt to cast their votes solid for their own 
party, without regard to the merits or de- 
merits of any mar on the respective tickets 
outside of the Presidential electors, andin 
consideration also of the fact that Mr. 
Shorb wasrunning in acounty admijtedly 
the most pronounced Republican one in the 
State, without money to back him up, but 
relving only on hisclaims upon the good 
willof the people. among whom he has 
lived so active and useful a life for over a 
quarter of acentury, it is nmoteworty that 
he ran ahead of his ticket by nearly twen- 
ty-five hundred votes, defeating his op. 
ponentby asafe majority. It was there- 
fore only reasonable that the Democrats 
of San Gabriel should induige in a little re- 
joicing. 

Last evening nearly all the native Cali- 
fornians, the gentes del pais, as well as a 
very large number of the most respected 
Americans of the SanGabriel Mission pre- 
cinct, got together a large number of 
wagons, and, with two bands of music, as- 
sembied at the Oid Mission and started to 
Mr. Shorb's home to serenade him and his 
good wife, called by the natives the madre 
of the Mission. 

Arriving at San Marino, the Spanish 
band commenced to play their beautiful 
native airs, when the entire party were in- 
vited tocome upon the wide piazza, and 
afterward, when some refreshments were 
hastily prepared in the large dining-room, 
they were invited to partake ot the gener- 
ous entertainment. 

Then Sefor Dommique, who was the in- 
stigator of the serenade, and who, it seems, 
paid all expenses of bands and wagons, pro- 
posed the toast to the host of the evening, 
which, translated by Judge Hereford, was 
as follows: *‘Mr. Shorb, we have come here 
as your children and friends, to express 
our deep satisfaction at the result of the 
election, and to congratulate you and our- 
selves on the fact that we have at last 
placed in the position of Treasurer of this 
county a man who has won the position by 
honest efforts, and by appealing to the con- 
sideration of the people whom you, more 
than allothers in this county and State, 
have done so much to prosper, aid and 
benefit. We are but humble men, and can 
only express in humble words our hearts’ 
affection for you, your wife and children, 
and for all vou have done for us, whenever 
we have needed your assistance in sorrow, 
trouble, distress, and tribulation. But we 
want you to know how deep are our feel- 
ings of reverence and love to you, and have 
come in this manner to demonstrate it. 
You are our father, and Cleveland is our 
brother. Long live our patrone.and the 
poor man’s friend. oUr papa, Sefior Shorb, 
and Cleveland, the prince of the American 

ople."’ 

When the native Californians had retired 

and gone to their homes, making the pight 
air musical with their Spanish instruments 
and noisy with their huzzas for Shorb, the 
great winner, then the American contin. 
gent, some thirty strong, made their ap- 
pearance with cannons and anvils, and also 
‘accompanying them good musicians, and 
were with Mr. Shorb’s usual courtesy in- 
vited into his home, and, after taking their 
seats, Mr. Smith arose® and being the 
speaker of the evening, said: ‘Mr. Shorb, 
we have come as your friends and neigh- 
bors, but not as partisans, to express to 
you our sincere congratulations on the 
great victory which you have won in this 
county in overcoming the almost invincible 
Republican majority of nearly 4000, and 
leading vour ticketin a Presidential year 
by nearly 2500 votes. Especially do we 
feel we can congratulate youon your vic- 
tory, for we, better than you, know all the 
influences of party feelmg and other in. 
fluences, proper and improper, that were 
used against you to defeat you, and which 
you had toovercome. As instruments in 
the good work of helping to put aside for- 
ever the purchase system that hasin all the 
past prevailed in this county regarding 
your office, and which has disgraced its ten- 
ure, and making it one that has this vear, 
at least, and may continue to bein the fu- 
ture one of personal claims of fitness and 
integrity on the part of the candidates, we 
feel we have the rightto sharein your hap. 
piness aud satisfaction, and victory for the 
right."’ 

Mr. Shorb replied to both the representa- 
tives of the American and Spanish delega- 
tions, and tothe serenaders, that he felt 
under deep obligations to his friends and 
neighbors, and to the electors of this 
county, for the confidence and considera- 
tion shown to him on the day of election by 
the splendid vote cast that day for him; 
and that now, the election being over, he 
could indulge himself in promises not rash 
or intended to be misleading, and which 

“might be improper to have been made be. 


fore the election, that inasmuch as he had 


been elected by no combinations of inter- 
ests, but in spite of them all, and inasmuch 
as he is under no obligations of any kind or 
description to any man, or set of men, to 
any bank, or set of banks, he, in his un- 
trammelled position, will so conduct his 
office as.to save every dollar possible to the 
tax-ridden people of this county, and will 
be guilty of no act that, constructively or 
otherwise, could be considered wrong, 
morally or legally, but hopes and promises 
to so corduct his office that when his term 
expires he may receive the commendations 
of the people and give them the right and 
reason to exclaim: ‘Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant of the people." 

Taking the demonstration altogether, it 
was one of the most affecting and renuine 
outpourings of the human heart ever wit. 
nessed, either in this or any other land, and 
evidently gave the liveliest gratification to 
the recipients. more especially as the visit 
Was quite unexpected by them.

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DOOM OF LONDON, 


SELF CONCEIT OF THE TWEN- 
TIETH CENTURY,

Itrust I am thankful my life has been 


#pared until I have seen that most 


brilliant epoch of the world’s history— 
the middle of the twentieth century. 
It would be useless for any one to dis- 
parage the vast achievements of the 
last fifty years, and if I venture to call 
attention tothe fact, now apparently 
forgotten, that the people of the nine- 
teenth century succeeded in accom- 
emp many notable things, it must 

ot be imagined that I intend thereby 
to discount in any measure the marvel- 
lous inventions of the present age. 
Men have always been somewhat prone 
tolook with a certain condescension 
upon those who lived fifty or a hundred 
years before. them. This seems to me 
the especial weakness of the present 
age; a feeling of national self-conceit, 
which, when it exists, should at least 
be kept as much in the background as 
possible. It will astonish many to know 
that such also was a failing of the peo- 
ple of the nineteenth century. They 
imagined themselves living in an age of 
progress, and while I am not foolish 
enough to attempt to prove that they 
did anything really worth recording, 
yet it mast be admitted by any un- 
prejudiced man of research that their 
inventions were at least stepping-stones 
to those of today. Although the tele- 
phone and telegraph, and all other 
electrical appliances, are now to be 
found only in our natioual museums, or 
in the private collections of those few 
men who take any interest in the doings 
of the last century, nevertheless, the 
study of the now obsolete science of 
electricity led up to the recent discov- 
ery of vibratory ether which does the 


,work of the world so satisfactorily. 


The people of the nineteenth century 
were not fools, and although I am well 
aware that this statement will be re- 
ceived with scorn where it attracts any 
attention whatever, yet who can say 
that the progress of the next halt 
century may not be as great as that of 
the one now ended, and that the people 
of the next century may not look upon 
us with the same contempt which we 
feel toward those who lived fifty years 
ago? 

SReing anold man, I am, perhaps, a 
laggard who dwellsin the past rather 
than the present; still, it seems to me 
that such an article as that which ap- 
peared recently in Blackwood from the 
talented pen of Prof. Mowberry of Ox- 
ford University is utterly unjustifiable. 
Under the title of *‘Did the People of 
London Deserve Their Fate?’’ he en- 
deavors to show that the simultaneous 
blotting out of millions of human be- 
ings was a beneficial event, the good 
results of which we still enjoy. Ac- 
cording to him, Londoners were so dull 
witted and stupid, so incapable of im- 
provement, so sodden in the vice of 
mere money gathering, that nothing 
but their total extinction would have 
sufficed, and that,,instead of being an 
appalling catastrophe, the doom of Lon- 
don was an unmixed blessing. In spite 
of the unanimous approval with which 
this article has been received by the 
press, I still maintain thatsuch writing 
is uncalled for, and there is something 
to be said for the London of the nine- 
teenth century.

The indignation I felt in first reading 
the article alluded to still remains with 
me, and it has caused me to write these

words, giving some account of what I 
must still regard, in spite of the sneers 
of the present age, as the most terrible 
disaster that ever overtook a portion 
ofthe humanrace. Ishall notendeavor 
to place before those who read any 
record of the achievements pertaining 
to the time in question. But I would 
like to say a few words about the al- 
leged stupidity of the people of London 
in making no preparations for a disas- 
ter regarding which they had continual 
and ever-recurring warning. The 

have been compared with the inhab- 
itants of Pompeii making merry at the 
foot of a volcaho. In the first place, 
fogs were so common in London, espe- 
cially in winter, that no particular at- 
tention was paid tothem. They were 
merely looked upon as inconvenient an- 
noyances, interrupting traffic, and 
prejudicial to health, but I doubt if 
any one thought it possible for a fog to 
become one vast smothering mattress 
pressing down upon a whole metropolis, 
extinguishing life as if the city suffered 
from hopeless hydrophobia. I have 
read that victims bitten by ‘mad dogs 
were formerly put out of their suffer- 
ings in that way, although I doubt 
much if such things were ever actually 
done, notwithstanding the charges of 


* savage barbarity now made against the 


people of the nineteenth century. 

Probably the inhabitants of Pompeii 
were so accustomed to the eruptions of 
Vesuvius that they gave no thought to 
the possibility of their city being de- 
stroyed by a storm of ashes and an 
overflow of lava. Rain frequently de- 
scended vpon London, and if a rainfall 
continued long enough it would cer- 
tainly have flooded the metropolis, but 
no precautions were taken against a 
flood from the clouds. Why, then, 
should the people have been expected 
to prepare for a catastrophe from fog, 
such as there had never been any expe- 
rience of in the world’s history? The 
people of London were far from ‘being 
the sluggish dolts present-day writers 
would have us believe. 

THE COINCIDENCE THAT CAME AT LAST. 

As fog has now been abolished both 
on sea and land, and as few of the 
present generation have ever seen one, 
it may not be out of place to give a few 
lines on the subject of fogs in general, 
and the London fogs in particular, 


which, through local peculiarities, dif- 
fered from all others. A fog was sim- 
ply watery vapors rising from the 
marshy surface of the land or from the 
sea, or condensed into a cloud from the 
saturated atmosphere. In my day, fogs 
were a great danger at sea, for people 
then traveled by means of steamships 
ohat sailed upon the surface of the 
tcean. 
London at the end of the nineteenth 
century consumed vast quantities of a 
soft bituminous coal for the purpose of 
heating rooms and of preparing food. 
In the morning and during the day 
clouds of black smoke were poured 
forth from thousands of chimneys. 
When a mass of white vapor atose in 
the night these clouds of smoke fell 
upon the fog. pressing it down, filter- 
ing slowly through it, and adding to its 
density. The sun would have absorbed 
the fog but for the layer of smoke that 
lay thick above the vapor and pre- 
vented its rays reaching it. Once this 
condition of things prevailed, nothing 
could clear London but a breeze of wind 
from any direction. London frequently 
had a seven days’ fog and sometimes a 
seven days’ calm, but these two condi- 
tions never coincided until the last 
year of the last century. The coin- 
cidence, as everyone knows, meant 
death—death so wholesale that no war 
the earth has ever seen has left such 
slaughter behind it. To understand the

situation, one has only to imagine the 
fog as taking the place of the ashes of 
Pompeii, and the coal smoke as being 
the lava that covered it.

Iwas atthe time confidential clerk 
tothe house of Fulton, Brixton & Co., 
a firm in Cannon street, dealing largely 
in chemicals and chemical apparatus, 
Fulton I never knew; he died long be- 
fore my time.

I told 
“him that it was impossible, as Sir 
John owas extremely busy, but 
that if he explained his business to 
me I would laysit before St. John at the 
first favorable’ opportunity.

HOW THE SMOKE HELD DOWN THE FOG. 

It was on Friday that the fog came 
down upon us. The weather was very 
fine up to the middle of November that 
autumn. The fog did not seem to have 
anything unusual about it. I have seen 
many worse fogs than it appeared to be. 
As day followed day, however, the at- 
mosphere became denser and darker, 
caused, I suppose, by the increasing vol- 
ume of coal smoke poured upon it. The 
peculiarity about those seven days was 
the intense stillness of the air* We 
were, although we did not know it, un- 
der an air-proof canopy, and were 
slowly but surely exhausting the lite- 
giving oxygen around us and replacing 
it by poisonous carbonic acid gas. Sci- 
entific men have since shown that a 
simple mathematical calculation might 
have told us exactly when the last atom 
of oxygen would have been consumed; 
but it is easy to be wise after the event. 
The body of the greatest mathematician 
in ingland was found in the Strand. 
He came that morning from Cambridge. 
During a fog there was always a marked 
increase in the death rate, and 
on this occasion the increase was no 
greater than usual until the sixth dav. 
The newspapers on the morning of the 
seventh were full of startling statistics, 
but atthe time of going to press the 
full significance of the alarming figures 
was not realized. The editorials of the 
morning papers on the seventh day con- 
tained no warning of the calamity that 
was so speedily to follow their appear- 
ance. I lived then in Ealing, a western 
suburb of London, and came every morn- 
ing to Cannon street by a certain train.

Speedily as | 
closed the door I was impressed by the 
intense silence of the usually busy of- 
fice, and saw that some of the clerks 
were motionless on the floor, and others 
sat with their heads on their desks as if 
asleep. Even at this awful moment I 
did not’ realize that what 1 saw was 
commonto all London, and not, as I 
imagined, a local disaster caused by the 
breaking of some carboys in the cellar. 


(It was fille] with chemicals of every 
kind, of whose properties I was ignor- 
ant, dealing as | was with the ac- 
countant and not the scientific side of 
the business.) I opened the only win- 
dow in my room and again shouted for 
help. The street was silent and dark 
in the ominously still fog, and what 
now froze me with horror was meeting 
the same dgeadiv, stifling atmosphere 
that was in the rooms. In falling, I 
brought down the window and shut out 
the poisonous air. Again I revived, 
and slowly the true state of things be- 
gan to dawn upon me. I was inan 
oasis of oxygen. I at once surmised 
that the machine on my shelf was re- 
sponsible for the existence of this*oasis 
in a vast desert of deadly gas. I took 
down the American machine, fearful in 
moving it that I might stop its work- 
ings. Taking the mouthpiece between 
my lips I again entered St. John’s room, 
this time without feeling any ill effects. 
My poor master was long beyond hu 
man help. There was evidently no one 
alive in the building except myself.

THE TRAIN WITH THE TRAIL OF ITS DEAD. 

If a man’s reasonitiy faculties were 
alert at such atime (i confess mine were 
dormant), he could have known there 
could be no trains at Cannon street sta- 
tion, for if there was not enough oxy- 
gen in the aif to keep a man alive, or 
a gas-jet alight, there would certainly 
not be enough to enable an engine to 
burn, even if the engineer retained suf- 
ficient energy to attendto his task. At 
times instinct is better than reason, 
and it proved so in this case. The rail- 
way in those days from Ealing came 
under the city in a deep tunnel. It 
would appear that in this underground 
passage the carbonic acid gas would 
first find a resting place on account of 
its weight; but such was not the fact 
I imagine that a current through the 
tunnel brought from the outlying dis- 
tricts asupply of comparatively pure 
air that, for some minutes after the 
general disaster, maintained human 
life. Bethisas it may, the platforms 
of Cannon street underground station 
presented a fearfu! spectacle. A train 
stood at the down platform. The elec- 
tric lights burned fitfully. The plat- 
form was crowded with men who fought 
each other like demons, apparently for 
no reason, because the train was al- 
ready packed as full as it could hold. 
Hundreds were’dead under foot, and 
ever nowand fhena blast of foul air 
came along the tunnel, whereupon hun- 
dreds more would relax their hold and 
succumb. Ovér their bodies the sur- 
vivors fought, with continually thin- 
ning ranks Itseemed to me that most 
of them inthe sta train were dead. 
Sometimts a despe 
climbed over those lying in heaps, and, 
throwing open a carriage door, hauled 
out passengers already in, and took 
their places f“asping.+ Those in the 
train offered no resistance, and lay mo- 
tionless where they were flung, or 
rolled helplessly uuder the wheels of 
the train. [made my way along the 
walk as wellas I could to the engine, 
wondering why the train did not go. 
The engineer lay on the floor of his cab, 
and the tires were out. 

Custom is acuriousthing. Thestrug- 
gling mob, fighting wildly for places in 
the carriages, were so accustomed to 
trains arriving and departing that it 
apparently occurred to none of. them 
that the engineer was human, and sub- 
ject to the same atmospheric condi- 
tions as themselves. I placed the 
mouthpiece between his purple lips, 
and, holding my own breath like a sub- 
merged man, succeeded in reviving 
him. Hesaidthat if I gave him the 
machine, he would take out the train as 
far as the steam already in the boiler 
would carry it. I refused to do this, 
but stepped on the engine with him, 
saying it would keep life in both of us 
until we got out into better air. Ina 
surly manner he agreed todo this and 
started the train, but he did riot play 
fair. Each time he refused to give up 
the machine untill was in a fainting 
condition with hoidimg* my breath, 
and, finally, he felled me to the floor of 
the cab. | imagine that the machine 
rolled off the train as 1 fell, and that he 
jumped after it. The remarkable thing 
is that neither of us. needed the ma- 
chine, for | remember that just after we 
started I noticed through the open iron 
door that the engine fire suddenly be- 
came aglow again, although at the time 
I was in too great a state of bewilder- 
ment and horror to understand what it 
meant. A western gale had sprung up 
—an hour too late. Even before we 
left Cannon street thodse who still sur- 
vived were comparatively safe, for 167 
persons were rescued from that fearful 
heap of dead on the platforms, al- 
though many died within a day or two 
after, and others never recovered their 
reason. When I regained my senses 
after the blow dealt by the engineer, I 
found myself alone, and the train speed- 
ing across the Thames near Kew. I 
tried to stop the engine, but did not 
succeed. 

However, in experimenting, I man- 
aged to turn on the air brake, which in 
some degree checked the train, and les- 
sened the impact when the crash came 
at Richmond terminus. I sprang off on 
the platform before the engine reached 
the terminal buffers, and saw passing 
me like a nightmare the ghastly train- 
load of the dead. Most of the doors 
were swinging open, and every com- 


partment w2s jdmmed full, although,. 


as I afterward learned, at each curve of 
the permanent Way, or extra lurch of 
the train, bodies had fallen out all 
along the line. The smash at Rich- 
mond made no difference to the passen- 
gers, Besides myself, only two per- 
sons were taken alive from the train, 
and one of these, his clothes torn from 
his back in the struggle, was sent to an 
asylum, where he was never able to tell 
who he was; neither, as far as I know, 
did anyone ever claim him. ,

Loxpoxy, Nov. 7.—In the summer of 
1875, the two conspicuous successes Of 
the yearin art and poetry fell to two 
hitherto unknown young sisters, both 
in the early twenties. The success of 
the elder was extraordinary in its sud- 
denness and enthusiasm, and can only 
be explained by the fact that she bad 
touched England in her national pride, 
in her glory that the Crimean war was 
still near enough to make mournful. I 
suppose no picture of modern times is 
as well known as ‘‘The Roll Call.’ It 
became that curious and unreasonable 
thing, a tremendous popular success. 
People who, perhaps, have never 
heard of any other picture, have heard 
of and seen ‘‘The Roll Call’ It was 
bought by the Queen, other eager, 
would-be purchasers standing aside to 
make room for her majesty, but it 
traveled, by gracious permission, upand 
down the British Islands before seeking 
a glorious rest in Windsor Castle; and 
for those who were not picture seeing 
seventeen years ago, it has been made 
familiar by countless reproductions in 
one form or another. People mobbed 
the young painter at rajlway stations; 
if she was calling at a house, the street 
had to be cleared before she could es- 
cape. Scarcely any young girl has ever 


had such an emergence into extraordi- * 


nary publicity and popular applause. 

The success of the younger sister was 
of a léss conspicuous; but, perhaps, 
more exquisite kind. Her portfolio of 
poems, which she had gathered during 
her girlish years in Italy, were, at the 
earnest desire of Mr. Ruskin, published 
in a volume called ‘‘Preludes.*’ Those 
exquisite minor songs have had as yet 
no successors. But it is not because a 
very fit circle does not wait for them 
with eager anticipation. Her poetry is 
little likely to be popular. Itis too sub- 
tle, toinfinitely delicate inits mean- 
ings for widespread popularity. Curi- 
ously enough, while alarge public is 
found forthe most subtle music—a Wag- 
ner or a Schuman concert will give you 
a myriad of eager enthusiasts and lov- 
ers to look upon—subtlety in poetry will 
always appeal to the few, as though the 
many asked only for the ready-made in 
emotion. But the praise of the praised 
fell to Alice Pranbson’s lot. The Leau- 
reate, the most arrogant of elder poets 
to the young, asked foracopy. Ros- 
setti sent his own volumes, ‘‘Poems,’’ 
which I have seen in a very fine livery 
of gray padded morocco and silver. 
The reviews rivalled each other in the 
fullness and sincerity of their lauda- 
tion. 


The two girls were the daughters of 
an English geucleman, who,. while in 
close touch with the English masters of 
literature of his time, elected to live 
in Italy—for beauty sake, perhaps. 
Their mother still lives, and,in meeting 
her one realizes how her daughters 
came to what they are. She is a most 
devout musician, and her published 
songs and pieces are full of quaintness 
anda delicate purity. She is impres- 
sionable to all artistic sensations, in 
love with poetry, painting and all the 
arts. One cannot listen to her for half 
an hour without hearing the most de- 
lightful and original thoughts. I re- 
member her seated ata piano, running 
over the various bird songs with fault- 
less accuracy and purity of note, while 
she told us she was sure the songs were 
the same as those of the angels in 
heaven!’ The charms of brilliance and 
vivacity which, as a bride, made her 
adored by her husband's friends— 
Dickens among them—has not failed 
her in her later vears. She is the 
youngest of women, and in her joyous- 
ness is something of a contrast to her 
daughters, who, dark-haired and dark- 
eyed, have a good deal of very sweet 
melancholy in their unforgetable faces, 
Their voices, too, have something of a 
haunting melancholy. something they 
might bave caught as dreamy children 
in Italy from the olive groves and the 
crooning of doves and the passion of 
the nightingale. 

Lady Butler married, in 1877, Sir 
William. then Major, Butler, already 
known to fame as the author of ‘The 
Great Lone Land’’ and other books of 
traveland adventure.

A CHAT WITH ZOLA, 


Reminiscences of the Author’s 
Karly Life. 


— 


His Struggle for Fortune and His 
Tussle With Poverty. 


Breakfasting on a Raw Egg and 
Dining on Three Apples. 


A Glimpse of His Life at Medan—Hls 
Daily Routine—Writing Second 
Nature to Him—His Dislike 
of Americans. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 

Panis, Nov. 1.—It was only 9° a.m. 
when I rang the bell at No. 17 Rue de 
Bruxelles. My intention was merely to 
find out whether Zola was passing the 
summer in his country house, for I 
wished to renew an acquaintance which 
I had mdde accidentally several years 
ago. 

To my astonishment M. Zola himself 
opened the door and welcomed me. 

‘You are very lucky in finding me 
here. In summer I am _ hardly to be 
seen six days in Patis. I only arrived 
last evening to attend to some business 
today. Four months of Parisian life 
life every winter suffices for me.” 

‘Do you always stay at Medan?”’ 

He nodded: ‘‘What else can you ex- 
pect of a bourgeois like me?”’ 

always at work?”’ 

‘Naturally, if I passed two days with- 
out writing I would feel uncomfortable, 
if three days, I would fall sick. Every 
morning I say to myself: ‘Seize thy 
pen.’ Writing issecond nature to me, 
an absolute necessity,’’ and he stroked 
his short beard, trimmed according to 
the latest fashion. He has grown old 
since Llastsaw him. His broad, high 
forehead is marked by three deep 
wrinkles and his hair and beard are 
slightly streaked with gray. His 
face is pale and his figure has lost much 
of its former stoutness. His short- 
sightedness has increased to such an 
extent that he cannot read or write 
without his eye-glasses. 

‘*But it is time that I should be going. 
Perhaps you have no objection to ac- 
company me?’’ 

Zola locked the door behind us and 
dusted his books with a colored silk 
handkerchief. I observed for the first 
time how’small his hands and feet were 
in comparison to his large body. 

It is very difficult to keep up a _ con- 
versation with Zola. To strangers he 
does not show himself as he really is. 
Besides he is not a good conversational- 
ist unless he is excited. Things that do 
not interest him he cuts short with a 
tew sarcasms. He prefers to sitinslip- 
pers before an open fireplace among in- 
timate friends, where it is not necessary 
to be brilliant and where he can say 
everything. Then he is really himself 
—modest, polite, interested in all you 
have to say, and ready, to express his 
private opinion with a sincerity that is 
very sympathetic. 

Wishing to enliven him a little and 
knowing his dislike for Americans, I 
made some remark in favor of Amer- 
ican literature. 

“Oh, the Americans annoy me. They 
Bteal my novels and put my name to 
books which I would be ashamed 
to have written. They read me but 
don’t understand me. I wonder if any 
of those Parisian suspect thatI lead a 
life just as respectable asthey.”’ 

‘‘They probably believe that you lead 
a life like all Puritan men of fashion.’’ 

“Grand Dieu!” he exclaimed laugh- 
ingly. ‘Another wife besides my own! 
C'est impossible? That would be a 
loss of time for me. I always had 
friends, but never intimate female ac- 
quaintances. Besides. lam very difii- 
cult to please. The ladies call me an 
‘ours’ (bear.)’’ 

He’ leads a laborious and sedentary 
life. Even as a young man he had 
never frequented cafés or drinking 
saloons. He had never belonged to a 
club, is never known to have touched 


cards, and unlike most people, has no |” 


special taste for anything except liter- 
ature, only in his youth he had a weak- 
ness forthe clarion. His natural timid- 
ity, which is one of his leading charac- 
teristic makeshim avoid the salons 
and society in general, and if he spends 
a few weeks at the seashore in summer, 
he never selects Trouville or Dieppe, 
but always the most secluded and unfre- 
quented places. 

As we were walking along the Boule- 
vard St. Germain, he took a large note 
book out of his breast pocket and 


‘glanced over some clippings of cri- 


ticisms of his last book *‘Le Debacle.”’ 
Despite his robust appearance, he is 
extremely nervous and sensitive, and 
some of the criticisms seemed to irri- 
tate him. 

Perceiving that I was watching him 
with much interest, he exclaimed 
‘Je suis toujours enrage! One says that 
Delacroix, thinking of what he had suf- 
fered during his long career, cried ‘I 
die enraged.’ Well, Emile Zola, point- 
ing to himself, lives enraged,’’ and he 
quickened his pace. 

In spite of allthat has been written 
on Zola of late his childhood has re- 
maingd comparatively unknown, and 
wishing to hear some details from the 
great author himself, | managed to lead 
the conversation to that interesting 
topic. Walking along slowly he said: 

“Twas what they calleda spoiled 
child. My father died when. I was 8, 
and my mother and grandmother al- 
lowed me to be as mischevions as I 
pleased, hardly ever scolding me. If 
they put a new suit on me and I came 
home an hour later covered with dirt, 
they kissed me and found some excuse 
formy conduct. So it came to pass 
that atthe age of 81 did not know my 
a, b,c. Iwas put to some unpreten- 
tious boarding-school, and afterward 
attended a/ collegé, in Aix. So- 
lary, the ‘sculptor, and Marius Roux, 
the editor of the Petit Journal were mv 
best friends. ‘Combicu des galopinades, 
nous bambins avous faites! In the be- 
ginning I was always a la guewue of the 
class. I hated Greek and Latin and 
arithmetic, and only took a liking to 
sciences. In composition 1. was always 
first. The first thing I ever attempted 
to write was a large historical novel in 
six volumes, treating the crusades. 
The details were taken from Michaud.”’ 

Coming to the Boulevard St. Michei, 
he pointed out the direction of the new 
Sarboune University, and laughingly ex- 
claimed: 

“IT shall never forget the verbal ex- 
amination I passed over there. It was 
a complete failure. ‘Let us first have a 
little of history,’ began the professor. 
‘When did the death Charlies the 
Great occur?’ The answer was 500 
years astray, putting itin the reign of 
Francois I. 

‘**Let us come to literature,’ said the 
professor, dryly, and he desired the ex- 
planation of one of Lafontaine's fables.

‘‘Here, in the midst of teeming Paris, 
I was born, on the fifth floor of this little 
house. But now, monsieur, you must 
excuse me; I have much business to 
attend to while lam in the city. Come 
and see me at Medan.’’ 

Medan is a little village of 200 in- 
habitants, at the most, on the left bank 
of the Seine near Poissy. It isa beauti- 
fula spot as can be found in France, 
some of the peasants’ huts being built 
along the highway on the side of a 
hillock, covered here and there with 
groups of tall walnut trees, while 
the other cottages seem to have 
slipped to the very bottom of the 
slope where the trains of the Rouen 
railroad pass by. The village is sur- 
rounded by rich meadow land, with 
grazing cows, long rows of willows and 
poplars, and orchards of peach and ap- 
ple trees. Such is Medan. It seems as 
ifone were 1000 miles away from 
Paris. The only fashionable house in 
the community is the ‘‘chateau’’ of M. 


Zola. When he boughtit for f9000 
it was but a dilapidated villa 
with a small, neglected park. For 


more than a year, however, it was in 
the hands of masons, carpenters and 
gardeners, and soon the value of the 
property had increased ten-fold, and 
was rendered suitable to Zola’s taste, 
love for comfort and great passion for 
work. e 

In this retreat the author of the Rou- 
gon Macquart lives eight months of the 
year. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning he leaves 
his large Louis XVI bed with its elabo- 
rate brass flutterings. While he is 
dressing-——in regular coyntry style, vest 
and pantaloons of dark brown velvet— 
he catches a glimpse of the scenery 
outside in a large, spotless mirror above 
the mantlepiece. It reveals the Seine 
looking like a silver bar in the light of 
the morn, while the poplars on. the 
island opposite Zola’s mansion, are 
scarcely seen in the mist. His toilet 
finished, he takes a short walk with his 
two dogs, Bertrand, a large Newfound- 
land, and the little mischevous terrier, 
Raton. Sometimes Mme. Zola, taking 
his arm, accompanies him. If the 
water is not too cold, they enjoy look- 
ing on at Bertrand taking a bath. Half 
an hour later they return for the first 
breakfast. At 9 o’clock Zola begins to 
work. 

In his study everything is of enor- 
mous size. Considering its dimensions, 
the rooms could serve for the studio of 
a historical painter. It is eighteen 
feet high, thirty-six feet long and 
thirty feet wide: A» colossal mantel- 
piece, with the Latin’ inscription: 
‘‘Nulla dies sine linea,’’ and a fireplace 
where a whole sheep could be roasted, 
first attracts our attention. Equally 
unusual is a large divan with six cush- 
ions, which is almost as large as an or- 
dinary room. The middle is occupied 
by a very large oaken table, witha 
huge inkstand, representing a lion, in 
bronze. A winding staircase leads to 
his library above and to the veranda 
below. A large bay window commands 
a splendid view upon his property. 

From 9 to’l Zola sits behind the 

large table, while his dogs play or sleep 
in a corner. 
At 1 breakfast is served. The great 
novelist devetes almost the same care to 
his menus as to his books, One is sure 
to have a good meal with him at any 
time. He is decidedly an epicure. 
From 2 to 3 he takesa nap. At 8 the 
mailarrives. Zola receives le Figaro, 
UEvenement, le Gaulois, le Voltaire and 
le Gil Blas daily; for these he sub- 
scribes, while a large number of 
Parisian and provincial papers are sent 
to him free of charge. Letters are also 
numerous, but he seldom answers them, 
not even those of his friends. 

At 4 he is done with reading, and if 
the weather is fair and he has no proof 
sheets to correct, the family takes a 
trip in Nana, a bark painted green, to 
the ‘iittle island, on which Zola had a 
Swiss cottage built. They walk about, 
play an outdoor game, take luncheon, 
read, or rest on the green shady lawn, 
and do not return until dinner, which 
takes place at 7:30. After the dinner 
the tablecloth is removed and one chats 
ovec a cup of tea. 

The same friends that visited him in 
the Rue Bruxelles visit him at Medan. 
Rosny, \his pupil, Catulle Mendiz, the 
romantic realist, Huysman, Guy de 
Maupassant came _ regularly every 
Thursday night for years. Sometimes 
he plays a game of billiards with the 
cure of the village. And at 10 this 
thoroughly bourgeois family retires. 
All lights are put out except those in 
the author’s room, for he is used to 
read in bed until 1. In this routine, 
one day in Medan passes like another, 
the hours of recreation and study vary- 
ing but little.

THE COURTS. 


The Custody of a Baby Disputed 
by Its Parents. 


Pasadena Scandal Revealéd Through 
Habeas Corpus Proceedings. 


New Trial in the Munroe Case Sought 
Upon Technical Grounds. 


Judge Wade Requested to Sit With Judge 
Van Dyke in the Cable Road Case— 
Three Insane Examinations— 
Court Notes. 


The application of George A. McKay 
for a writ of habeas corpus, directing 
his wife, Mrs. Lillian McKay of Pasa- 
dena, to produce the body of their 
child, R. B. McKay, whim he alleged 
to be restrained of its liberty, and of 
whom he accused the respondent of 
having obtained possession by fraud 
and deception, came up for hearing be- 
fore Judge Clark yesterday morning, 
but neither party appearing, the matter 
was passed. 

The respondent in her answer to the 
petition denies that the child is re- 
strained, but admits that it isin her 
possession, and avers that she, and not 
its father, is entitled to its custody. 
She alleges that she was married to the 
petitioner on December 9, 1886, but 
that after enduring his cruelty for 
vears, she on October 20 last finally 
left him, taking the child, whois 2 
years and 7 months old, with her. 

It will be remembered that McKay 
was arrested after leaving Judge Clark’s 
courtroom, on Saturdav, November 5, 
upon complaint of his wife, who ac- 
cused him of having committed a crime 
against nature upon her person. 

THREE INSANE CASES. 

Judge Smith and Drs. Kannon and 
Kierulff, the commissioners appointed 
by the Court for that purpose, examined 
three persons yesterday. afternoon, 
against whom the charge of insanity 
had been preferred. 

John McGuire, a native of New York, 
28 years of age and a molder by occh- 
pation, was the first patient examined. 
He was found to be suffering from acute 
mania, and being of a very violent dis- 
position, he was duly adjudged insane 
and committed to the State asylum at 
Stockton. He is a married man and re- 
sided at No. 1012 Mignonette street. 
He appeared to be under the delusion 
that his special mission on carth was 
that of choking the devil out of people. 

An old pensioner, named William 
Schroedfeger, was examined, but it ap- 
pearing to the satisfaction of the Court 
that he was merely suffering from the 
effects of a quadrennial spree, he was 
sent to the County Hospital for medical 
treatment. 

Gus Bouett was the third patient, but 
as none of the witnesses appeared to 
substantiate the charge against him 
and he did not evince any signs of vio- 
lence, the Court ordered him discharged. 

OBTAINED ANOTHER RESPITE. 

George Munroe, the expert account- 
ant recently convicted of forgery, ap- 
peared before Judge Smith yesterday 
morning, and, by his counsel, W. E. 
Cox, Esq., moved the Court to grant 
him a new trial upon various technical 
grounds. 

The matter was argued at considerable 
length, the main point raised by the de- 
fense being that the order alleged to 
have been forged was of no legal effi- 
cacy; firstly, because it Sop to be 
an order signed by a school-teacher, 
who, being a public officer, could not as- 
sign her claim on the city, and, sec- 
ondly, because the blank upon which it 
was made out had not been completely 
filled up, and the document, not having 
been addressed to any person, was void 
upon its face. This, it is claimed, ¢x- 
tracts the very gist of the crime from 
Munroe’s offense. 

The matter was vigorously contested 
by Assistant District Attorney Mc- 
Comas, and, at the close of the argu- 
ment, the Court took the matter under 
advisement for a week, the passing of 
sentence being postponed meanwhile. 

THE CABLE ROAD CASE. 

When the case of the Northwestern 
National Bank of Chicago vs. William 
Alvord etal. was called in Department 
Four yesterday morning, the following 
stipulation was filed by counsel, where- 
upon Judge Van Dyke ordered the mat- 
ter continued until Thursday next in ac- 
cordcnce therewith: 

It is stipulated by parties to this action 
thatif agreeable tothe Court, the North- 
western National Bank case may be con- 
tinued until Thursday, November 17, 1592; 
that Judge Wade be requested to sit 
with Judge Van Dyke; that the Northwest- 
ern National Bank case be taken up, and 
all the evidence in that case introduced, 
and that then. any evidence taken in that 
case applicable to the case of Russell et al. 
vs. the Pacific Railway Company et al., be 
considered as introduced in that case and 
read, and thatthe parties then introduce 
such further evidence as they may have in 
the Russell case, and that when the evi- 
dence is concluded that the causes be ar- 
gued before the two judges, but as seperate 
cases; if they agree, they may join in the 


‘judgment ineither or both cases, but if 


they disagree, each judge is to decide the 
case assigned to hisown department, and 
if they differin both cases, or either ot 
them, the case or cases upon which they 
differ to be decided by the judge presiding 
in the department to which such case has 
been assigned.

MUSICAL MELANGE,. 


Edward Greig writes that he expects 
to visit this country next summer if his 
health permits. 

The health of Ambroise Thomas, the 
aged composer of Mignon and Hamlet, 
whose life was despaired of last sum- 
mer, is completely restored. He is 
traveling about France like a young 
man. 

Verdi, now 79 years of age, rises 
daily at 5 a.m., and devotes six or 
seven hours a day to music. Lately he 
has been especially diligent, the instru- 
mentation of Falstaff claiming his at- 
tention. But he finds time for frequent 
games of billiards with his guests, espe- 
cially with Boito, the librettist of Fal- 
staff. Verdi is now in Genoa, where he 
will live during the winter. He is 
working on a new opéra, which rumor 
says is Don Quixote, but the great com- 
poser himself keeps his work an abso- 
lute secret. 

A musical precedent of no small im- 
portance was created recently in St. 
Peter’s Episcopal Church at Brooklyn, 
by the strike of the choir of seventy- 
five members because the pastor, the 
Rev. Charles Brown, had failed to in- 
vite them to his wedding. Onlv three 
ofthe choir appeared at the morning 
and evening services, and the congrega- 
tion had to do their own singing. The 
pastor claims that the reason he did not 
invite the choir was on account of in- 
sufficient room. 

Otto Floersheim, senior editor of the 
Musical Courier, has decided to remain 
in Germany to look after the interests 
of the paper there.

There was a queer feature of the Mu- 
sical Exhibition at the Royal Aquarium 
in London recertly. Thirty-two men 
and women played simultaneously on 
sixteen grand pianos arranged in a cir- 
cle. The volume of sound obtained was 
not commensurate with the fact that 
sixty-four hands were engaged in 
producing it, but this accords with past 
experience, a similar experiment, on 
even a yet larger scale, having been 
tried at the Royal Albert Hall four 
years ago, when ninety-six hands, be- 
longing to pupils of the Guildhall 
School of Music, were heard pounding 
twenty-four pianofortes at a Russian 
concert.

Alexander Salvini will commence a 
four nights’ engagement at the Los An- 
geles Theater on W ednesday, when he 
will appear in the following repertoire: 
Wednesday night and Saturday matinée. 
Don Caesar de Bazan; Thursday and 
Saturday nights, The Three Guardsmen, 
and on Friday night in a double bill, 
consisting of Cavelleria Rusticana and 
L’ Ami Fritz. 

A repertoire of so widely varied a 
nature requires an actor of more than 
ordinary ability. The player that can 
leave his own individuality outside the 
stage door and be the personage whom 
he portrays for the time being is neces- 
sarily a rarity. It is only the vital 
spark of genius that can affect the 
transmigration. Bernhart in the pas- 
sionate drama, and Coquelin in comedy 
are brilliant illustrations of the power. 
In their case it cannot so truly be said 
that ‘'the play's. the thing,’’ for they 
dominate a school of drama which they 
create and which practically dies with 
them. 

Young Salvini. the son of an illustri- 
ous father, has been a much talked of 
personage of late. At first he found 
the struggle a hard one, for the public 
was prone to think he was doing much 
as other sons have done, simply making 
capitalofa name. It has watched him 
closely, however, and has recognized, 
in short order, that the Salvini es-

ship. 

Although an Itaiian by birth, he is an 
American actor by training. It was in 
this country that he learned the lan- 
guage and first studied the drama. 

In taking up the rnmantic drama asa 
stepping-stone to higher fame, he did 
wisely. ‘This class play is more or less 
new to the present generation, for 
during its recollection there have been no 
“D’ Artagnan”’ or ‘‘DonCzsars’’ worthy 
the name. To judge from the comments 
of the San Feancisco critics, the fiery 
abandon, the reckless daring and tbe 
nobility of these old-time heroes must 
be somewhat a part of Salvini’s per- 
sonal character. To those who have 
seen the player off the stage, he is said 
to look the romantic hero to the life, 
and that one’s imagination involun- 
tarily replaces his overcoat for the 
mantle and his walking-stick for the 
rapier of the court gallant.

The play of L’Ami Fritz is the very 
opposite of the turbulent, reckless 
drama of romance, but Salvini’s versa- 
tility makes him fully equal to playing 
the easy-going, sunny-natured covntry 
gentleman with the same excellence as 
he does the other roéles which he has in 
a measure made his own by right of 
discovery. 

In Cavalleria Rusticana, a play that is 
strongly and strikingly dramatic in its 


action and denoument, this player is pro- 


nounced terribly realistic. Mascagni’s 
music will be played by an augmented 
orchestra, accompanying the dramatic 
action throughout the play, 

The company is said to comprise very 
efficient talent, notably inthe persons 
of William Redmundand Judith Berolde. 
Fine scenic effects and rich costumings 
are carried complete forthe whole re- 
pertoire.

New and Beanti'al Models—Novelties tn 
Design—Carriage Furs Boas, Etc.

The tendency at Christmas time has 
been of late toward extravagance, not 
in giving to the needy, but in the inter- 
change of gifts between friends, until 
this season has camg to be looked for- 
ward to by those possessing meager 
purses with a feeling of perplexity and 
dread lest they should be unable to pur- 
chase adequate gifts. The tendency 
towara large expenditure, for Christmas 
gifts, which often necessitates weeks 
of economy and ‘‘pinching’’ in house- 
hold expenses, is endangering the popu- 
larity of our Christmas observances. 
This is all wrong. for it is not the cost- 
liness of the gift which should give it 
value in our eyes, but the love, or 
friendsliip which prompted its giving, 
and of which it is the expression. 

I should be very sorry to see any fall- 
ing off in the observance of this day of 
days. Christmas gifts are a beautiful 
wavy of expressing remembrance for our 
friends, and the whole world is better 
for this form of observing the day. (en 
that day we stand in touch with human- 
ity everywhere. and as our gifts go out 
our hearts warm toward the race, and 
we wish that our purse was ample 
enough to enable us to see to it that 
there was not a home anywhere without 
some reminder of the day. I hope the 
readers of this column will call a halt, 
as farasthey may, to this prevailing 
extravagance and choose their gifts as 
an expression of loving remembrance, 
rather than make them the measure of 
the capacity of their purses. 

Study the tastes of your friends in 
making your gifts, and in so doing you 
may give them pleasure without extrav- 
agant outlay. If you have neither 
time nor talent for the preparation of 
gifts yourself, it will not be hard to pur- 
chase something that will give them 
pleasure, for in our shops we find al- 
most every conceivable thing under the 
sun for sale—something to satisfy every 
taste and the meagerness or fullness of 
every purse. 

Books are always an acceptable gift 
to those who are their lovers, and. to 
the good housewife anything that will 
give a dainty touchto the home or the 
table affords satisfaction. 

A nice present for an elderly person 
oran invalid isa pair of slumber-slip- 
pers, knit in a pretty shade of wool in 
garter-stitch, a strip long enough to 
slip the foot in, and sew up the two 
ends. Crocheta row of shells around 
the top, runaribbon through it, and it 
isdone. The foot shapes the slipper. 
These shoes can also be crocheted in 
rib-stitch. 

Another pretty gift would be a jewel 
casket, made of a small cigar box lined 
with satin and covered with plush. 

A very convenient and pretty recep- 
tacle for photographs is made after the 
following design: Takea large palm- 
leaf fan, or cut out of stiff cardboard 
the foundation; two pieces of exactly 
the same size, with handle attached. 
Cover one of the pieces with garnet- 
colored satin or silk, for the back: then 
cover the front with garnet plush. lay- 
ing the right side in plaits, leaving the 
part under theembroidery plain. Then 
cut, out of the same kind of cardboard. 
two crescent-shaped pieces. Cover one 
with the satin; the other is to be either 
of the same plush or of a contrasting 
color. Thisisto be embroidered—the 
flowers, stems and leaves in their nat- 
ural colors. The bow-knot at the end, 
embroider in gold thread; also the cen- 
ters of the little flowers and the sta- 
mens of the larger ones. After the em- 
broidery is done, cover the cardboard 
neatly with it, and put the two pieces 
of the crescent together, in overhand- 
stitch. Finish with a gold cord; also 
the efttire fan finish in the same way. 
The knot of ribbon on the handle is of 
old-rose moiré ribbon, or any other 
pretty contrasting color, in harmony 
with the embroidery «and the back- 
ground. This can be hung in any con- 
venient place, or simply tacked to the 
wall. 

To make a charming sachet for paper 
and letters, take two pieces of thin 
cardboard. cover the outside of both 
pieces with plush or satin; these out- 
side pieces may be either painted or 
embroidered ‘Papier et Lettres.’’ The 
inside is of surah or China silk, over a 
layer of cotton well.sprinkled with 
sachet powder. The ribbons to match 
are arranged as seen in the illustration, 
for the purpose of keeping the paper. 
letters and envelopes in place and hold- 
ing the sachet together. Finish the 
edge with a cord.

With a large old+fashioned No. 5 bis- 
cuit cutter cut out the center of as 
many thick slices of bread as you care 
tohaverarebits. Butter each round of 
bread with butter partly. melted.

LAY SERMONS. 


What a splendor there is in these 
melancholy days. 
skies lies blue and infinite before us, 
suggesting the immensity of space and 
the perfectness of God's creation. 
‘The heavens declare the glory of God 
and the firmanent showeth His handi- 
work... Day unto day uttereth speech, 
and night unto night showeth knowl- 
edge.’’ 

And yet the crowning glory of all 
this wonderful creation is man, the last 
and highest link in the long chain of 
created things. ‘‘They shall perish, but 
he shall endure when they all shall wax 


old as a garment, and the heavens shall 


be rolled together as a scroll.’’ 

What lends to man this dignity of 
character and of state is the eternity 
of his nature and the fact that he has 
been created in the image of God. 

But that image has been dimmed and 
marred by sin and is under an eclipse, 
showing scarce a trace of its former 
brightness. It was to restore this im- 
age that Christ came to make us not 
only believers of the truth, but doers of 
it also. 

The coming of Christ brought a new 
type of Christianity into the world; it 
gave to religion a larger and richer 
spirituality. The law was given on 
Sinai amid its awful thunders, when 
the whole mountain smoked and trem- 
bled, but the Christianity of Christ was 
announced with tender wooing and in- 
vitations. When the law was given 
Jehovah says, ‘‘Let notthe people come 
near and break over the bounds lest 
they die;’’ but Christ says, ‘‘Come unto 
me ailye that labor and are heavy 
laden and I will give yourest.’’ ‘Come 
ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world.’’ The law 
seemed to make proclamation to the 
people, “Your God is coming, make 
way ;’’ but the tender and loving teach- 
ings of Christ proclaimed, ‘‘Your God 
is coming, draw near, partake of the 
blessings that He has in store for you 
until you are filled.’’ 

What a blessed Christianity is this, 
bringing us, as it does, into close re- 
lationship with the infinite, and teach- 
ing the love and care of .the eternal 
God for us. It isa religion of compan- 
ionship as well as of worship, of inti- 
mate and divine friendship. ‘lam the 
vine, ye are the branches.’’

The most of these houses are 
brick, covered with stucco, and it is 
only in the old parts of the city that 
you find any monstrosities in archi- 
tecture. 

THE BEST-MANAGED CITY IN THE WORLD, 

Berlin isthe best-managed city in the 
world, and its city fathers regulate the 
style of the buildings which shall be put 
up. You can't build a dog kennel with- 
out showing a design of it at the city 
hall, and no wancan put up a signboard 
on his owa house antil he has shown a 
diagram and has gotten the permission 
of the government. You can’t putdown 
a pavement in front of your house with- 
out a permit, and the government 
watches vour building and insists that 


‘you make your walls just so thick, and 


the ceilings must be of a given height, 
and the fronts must be of a uniform 
pattern. Ip building the house you are 
not allowed to litter the street with 
your bricks’ and mortar, and all the 
materials for building must be kept in- 
side of the lot. 
off the street while the building is 
on, and when your house has reached 
the height of the second story you must 
build a roof ont over the sidewalk to 
prevent the bricks or mortar falling on 
those passing below. The building is 
done much better than with us and much 
more economically. Nearly all ‘the 
mortar is mixed at one place, and there 
is A mortar company here which sells 
mortar ready mixed to the builders, and 
which carries it about in iron wagons 
and delivers it just where it is needed. 
There is no reason why such a company 
might not make money in the Cities of 
the United States. ‘This Berlin estab- 
lishment is paving dividends of 25 per 
cent. on its capital, and it sells its mor- 
tar like coal, at so much per wagon ioad 
or per ton. 

HOW BERLIN MAKES A MILLION A TEAR,

THE GERMAN POLICE, 

Speaking of the German police, they 
put on more airs and are far more ob- 
noxious to strangers than the police- 
men of St. Petersburg. The Berlinese 
are said to*’have been very modest and 
unassuming before the Germans 
Whipped the Fregch, but since then 
their conceit has grown immeasurably, 
and a German soldier or a German po- 
liceman struts around with more airs 
than a village drum major.

Germany is sup- 
posed to have a free press, but a corre- 
spondent cannot write anything against 
the Kaiser here any more than hecould 
against the Czar in St. Petersburg. 
He may have one or two of the letters 
published, but as soon as they get back 
to Germany he will be invited to leave 
the country. [heard today of an_ in- 
stance in which a Kussian wrote some- 
thing about the Sultan andthe Czar 
which was not pleasing tothe Germans. 
He was told to leave Berlin and he had 
to go. It is important to have a 
passport on you here in Germany, espe- 
cially if you are moving about in places 
that are at all questionable. There 
was aman arrested for murder fere 
not long ago. His arrest was unjust 
and unwarraptable and he tried to get 
damages. but the courts said he could 
have none because he didn’t happen to 
have his passport with him at the time 
he was arrested. 

Speaking of the Kaiser, there is a 
good deal of the politician about his 
nature and he is always coddling the 
working classes, andhe tries to make 
capital with them as much as a bun- 
combe Congressman does with his con- 
stituents. It is not many months since 
by his orders Berlin got new Sunday 
laws and the stores are now only open 
from 10 a.m. to 12, whereas they used 
to be open allday long. Now only the 
cigar stores and the eating @stablish- 
ments are open, and though the ser- 
vants and laborers have a rest, the 
people are disgusted. A great many 
families here have been accustomed to 
buying their Sunday dinners from cook 
shops or of getting part of them, such 
as ice cream and roasts, from such 
places. Now they have to make them 
themselves or order them on Saturday. 
The closing isa good thing, for in* the 
past the clerks had to work in nearly 
all the stores until 10 o’clock at night, 
and in the factories the laborers. were 
forced to put in Sunday mornings in the 
cleaning of machinery. The police now 
enforce the closing of the stores, and 
the- people, though they growl, submit. 

HOUSE SERVANTS AND THE POLICE. 

You can’t hire a servant girl here in 
Berlin without going to the police, and, 
you have to make out two statements 
whenever you hire aservant. One of 
these statements is for your landlord 
and the other forthe police. They de- 
scribe the girl just as a passport does, 
giving her age, size, and the color of 
hereves and hair. You have to state 
where she came from, and when she 
leaves you have to send in another 
statement saying she has gone. ‘If you- 
say she 1s a good girl and Honest, and 
the reverse is true, and she goes some- 
where else and shows herself to bea 
thief, you are liable to be fined for giv- 
ing her a false recommendation. This is 
the same with all sorts of servants,and a 
dishgnest person cannot get a place here 
under false pretenses, norcan aman 
here easily escape the payment of his 
debts. One of the curious institutions 
of the city is an intelligence office, as it 
might be called, where records of these 
passports are kept and where you can 
go and find out just where any man or 
woman is stopping. If John Smith, 
who owes vou a bill, moves to another 
partof Berlin to escape you, you have 
only to go to this office andyby paying a 
few cents you will get a report which 
will tell you just where he has lived in 
the city and where youmay find him 
at present. There is no chance fora 
man to escape or hide here, and the ar- 
gus eyes of the government are al- 
waysupon you.
